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Union committee 
wants 

The Senate Sub-Committee for the Expansion of the 
University Centre has asked , groups using the building to 
present outlines of future needs as a guide in the formula- 
tion of plans for enlargement. 

In particular, Vice-President for Development C.A. Winkler 
has asked for inrormbtion on the use of the bookstore and 
cafeteria. 

The situation in the cafeteria is extreme, with up to 2200 
students seeking feeding space at peak hours. Many are forced 
to sit on radiators. 

Conditions in the bookstore reach maximum deterioration 
during the Fall rush, and suggestions of accommodation in sepa- 
rate buildings or substations have been broached as possible 
solutions. 

Radio McGill, the Players' Club and the McGill Daily have 
also been asked for information as to future requirements. 

The adequacy of the present union was brought into question 
at a December 1 meeting of the sub-committee when it was decided 
that a review of the whole situation should be made. The scope 
of the 'prospective report was revised when student officials de-

American activists plan 
world' wide student strike

CHICAGO — More than 900 student activists from the United Stales and Latin America 
have called for a world-wide student strike "against the war in Viet Nam and racism." 



The students announced plans 
for the strike during a conferen- 
ce here last weekend sponsored 
by the Student Mobilization Com- 
mittee, a New York-based or- 
ganization which helped plai 
large-scale demonstrations in Nc^ 
York and California last April 
15 and the massive demonstration 
at the Pentagon October 21. 

The strike , will be held Friday, 
.April 26, in the midst of 10 days 
of concentrated anti-war activity 
scheduled for April 20 to April 
30. The 10 -day period coincides 
with the "Ten Days to fohake 
the Empire" program announced 
at a national meeting of Students 
for a Democratic Society last De- 
cember. 

The black caucus at tlic coiifc- 
ronce last weekend called for a 
strike against "imperialism, ra- 
cism, and the draft." 

The majority of students at- 
tending the conference strongly 
supported the strike, but there 
was still some opposition cen* 
Icrcd largely around charges 
that the Student Mobilization 
Committee is a "manipulative, 
"ëlltlsi organRutilon without

The decision, announced Fri- ° 
day by the Placement Commit- 
tee was tliat "there should \k 
no discrimination or limitation 
placed on Interviews between 
the students and bona fide em- 
ployers Interested in using the 
McGIII Placement Service's facil- 
ities." 

The decision was made on the 
grounds that a policy limiting 
recruitment would "make the 
operation of the Placement Ser- 
vice less effective by discourag- 
ing its normal use by students 
and employers alike, thereby de- 
priving a large portion of the 
student body of the rights and 
benefits that the service can 
provide". 

Dean Maxwell Cohen of Law, 
one of the members of the Tri- 
partite Commission, said that al- 
though this decision was adopt- 
ed by a majority of the Senate 
It is proper for any question to 
appear l)cforc the Commission 
for discussion. 

lie said, however, that the task 
uf discrimination among com- 
panies is a hard one. 'Thousands 
of economies contribute to the 
US and thus to the Viet Nam 




war. Tills would mean Canada 
would have to stop all economic 
dealing with the US. This Is vir- 
tually impossible".

Burkart commented that Dr. 
Pavlasek's statement showed re-- 
cognition of the fact that the 
Tripartite Commission "must 
have a free hand". 

When asked for tils personal 
opinion on the matter, Burkart 
said that he had yet to see a 
good set of criteria pinpointing 
the companies which supply 
materials to Viet Nam. 

He pointed out that the McGill 
list of companies allegedly mak- 
ing war materials for use in 
Viet Nam was totally different 
from that at SGWU.

What's happening with McGili's part- 
icipation in the yet-to-be-established En- 
glish CEGEPs? 

The latest word we hove is that the 
CEGEPs — two-year posNséçondary technical 
and general colleges -^^ililbe in operation 
by 1969. We also know that McGill is cur- 
rently engaged in intensive negotiations 
with the provincial government on its part 
in running a college for the first few years 
of the program. 

Vice-Principal Oliver recently released 
a statement to staff, reprinted in the McGill 
Bulletin, in which he says "It is obviously 



desirable that all members of staff who may 
become involved in college-level teaching 
have a chance to express themselves and 
to participate in the proposed transitional 

arrangements." 

This is quite anUindeirstatemen^ For it 
appears that since "tM^X^ceiPf^^^^ 
ed "the conditions and limitations under 
which McGill would be willing to particip- 
ate" in a letter to the government lost Octo- 
ber 31, the actions taken by the McGill Ad- 
ministration in the name of the university 
have been meeting with lively faculty reac- 
tion. . 



Dr. Oliver goes on to mention "com? 
culum questions, financial problems, . . . ad- 
missions problems . . ." as some of "the most 



important points discussed". What curri- 
culum questions? What financial problems? 
What admissions problems? 

Many of the McGill staff hove said 
loud and clear that they do not wont these 
questions to be left to Administration and 
government technocrats. So an extensive 
process of consultation is underway — with 
the staff. The only people now left out are 
those who will be most directly affected by 
the decisions — the students of Quebec. 

Much of the responsibility lies with the 
^Students' Sbcîety. Is there on Externàr Af- 
fairs committee studying the proposals? 
Where ore the questions — which the staff 
saw fit to pose — directed at Michael Oliver 
about his negotiations with the govern- 
ment? How, for instance, will the colleges 
affect the structure of the Students' Society 
18 months from now? 

Just what decisions are being made on 
the cynleula of students who will follow us 
in three or four years? Are the reforms mere- 
ly structural ones, leaving the same stulti- 
fying content, or will we see a qualitative 
change in the learning process? As the 
technocrats push around their curricula and 
costs-per-student and projections-from-pre- 
sent-trends on their flow charts, the students, 
who are now as concerned as anyone else 
about learning environments, should be 
asking the tough questions it would be so 
much simpler to forget.

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American U of T prof 
loses draft deferment 

TORONTO (CUP) - A University of Toronto professor 
has been reclassified 1<a by his draft board because he is 
teaching in Canada. 

Assistant Professor Parry Wellman, 25, a sociology professor 
from Tlic Bronx. New Yorlt, claims his draft board has not given 
him the usual occupational deferment accorded university pro- 
fessors. 

He said when he called his New York draft board January 
26. he was told If he were teaching in the United States ho would 
get a deferment, but "the fact you're In Canada • leaching is 
grounds for reclassification." 

Wellman plans to return to appeal the classification on 
medical grounds. He and his wife came to Toronto last July from 
Harvard, where as a graduate student he was classified 2-S. 

He said he moved to Canada with his draft board's permission. 

If he chooses not to report to his board and remains in Ca- 
nada, he will become a draft dodger. Draft-dodging is a crime 
in the United States. 

Draft evasion is not, however, an . cxtradlctabic offense ac- 
cording to Canada-United Stotes extradition agreements.
